Habitual growlers will seiza witli avN 
dity npoa the item in yesterday morn" 
ing'sissae relating to the falling off iu 
oar imports, to oonvince their unfortu- 
nate listeners that we are retrogrnaiup;. 
It happens, onlackily for their argumcnu, 
that in lieu of showing anything dairiv 
mental to the prosperity of the Colony, 
it actually demonstrates the progress we 
are making in material wealth. Onr 
exports hare increased while onr lm», 
ports have decreased ; hence the balance 
mnat of necessity be in onr favor. The 
one groat and objectionable fentnre is the 
continued outflow of ibe precious motul 
for the purchase of agricultural protiucts, 
which is the real fault in our comnaon- 
wealth, by which so much of our sub- 
stance is annually flowing nway. It is 
quite truo that llio leak will decrease 
yearly even ahoakl our population remain 
at its preaout figure ; yet it cannot help 
being a cause for ro, ret that the largo 
sums thus sent ftwoj are lost to us for-- 
over. It ia a source of real satisfacliou 
that tho products of our furms in ISOO 
will far exeeoJ any previous year in qunn- 
tiiy, and by this lime next year wo shall 
see a very different state of things in re- 
lation to our imports of that class of 
goods. It must be borne iu mind that ii: 
coiiaqquance of the action of our present 
Tariff a long list of articles are excluded 
from the neighboring territories — the du- 
ties making the difference between what 
we might sell them for and what thoj 
are worth when imported into Portland 
by an American ship. Thus it would be 
the height of folly to import goods into 
Victoria with no other ond in view than 
that of filling op our shelves with nnsaU 
able mercbaodise. And also the early 
portion of the year is always marked by 
the absence of atrivals from abroad, 
hence the last six months of 186.9 may 
bring the total of imports nearly, np to 
last year's figares. Still ' this is only a 
contingency, and that is not a commodity 
I that the officers of oor present Govern" 
ment are likely to be content with in lieu 
^ of their salaries. The btate of the case, 
then, resolves itself into this, that the 
expenses of Government mnst be reduced 
in order to enable our income to cover 
our expenditure. TakiUo' the last quar- 
ter's income as the basis cf our calcula- 
tion, the only reliable way to reckon upon 
our revenue, there being no great proba- 
f^' bility of a further redaction. We are now 
1^' reduced by an outrageously expensive form 
of Government, for the maiutenanco of 
which a most suicidal tariff was imposed, 
^. to the very position we have often pre- 
'f dieted : that by the maiutenanco of im- 
^ posts destructive to our commerce the 
,^ Government was really drying up the 
' resources of their own revenue; so that it 
is quite within thq scope of possibility 
; that if the cost of Goveruiuent ia not re- 
duced, the income will bo bo iniukuniatc 
to meet tbe demands upon it that in Iho 
, natnral course of things wo should get 
1 clear of our load from its boiug starved 
out. There is one thing of ^rbich the Exo- 
oative may bo perfectly certain, that 
' this Govoinment will novor bo al- 
lowed to negotiate loans to noako up 
< any doficioncy as abovomentioned, nor 
i will they bo allowed to lovy any ad- 
p ditionaltas. If oar citizens pay less 
taxes than any of oar neighbors, tb( y 
feel at the same time that thoy nrc 
paying qalte enoagb, < and they are 
noi endowed with tbe pat'enoe and 
doolllty of tbe lambs soath of tbe 40 ih 
parallel, who allow themaelvos to be 
sheared and seem to enjoy tbe opora- 
tion. We not only b&vo a decided 
objeotiOD to a similar process, but wo 
have the plock and determination to 
prevent the removal of our floocos. If 
it ii impossible to remodel the present 
€|:9Ternment so as to adapt it to the 
times^ it mnst be swept away and 
other ono put in its placo. That 
another ono ia ready for us when we 
make up our minds to ask for it, and 
that lime, wo think, Is not far distant. 
Our citizens must never forgot that 
tho revenue is fulling whilst tho ox- 
pensoB of Government oonlinuo un- 
abated ; that in order to meet the ox- 
pondituro, our ofUoiula will ationipl 
BOina 7nancvuvre cither in tho form of a 
loan or a now tax; that such proceed.. 
ings must bo dotorminodly opposed,. 
, otberwiso a now loaso of oxistonoo 
inay bo oonforred.on tbe present dis„ 
proportionate and ineffloieafe system of 
' GovernmoDt.

Tho Grand Jury re^pootlully present their 
regret at the delay which appears to have 
oooorred boforejaotive measnres were taken 
no Iba part of tho'outboriliea ib "investigat- 
ing tbe uirnumstaaces oonneotod with the 
wreck of the bark. John Bright, by which 
valoaUo evidences rnay have been lost and 
additional lo?s of li(o incorred tfuch su- 
pinenoes on tbo part ot the OovornHiunt buv- 
iog a lendeuoy lo weaken tbe ii tl leoce, 
which shonld bo at all times sustained over 
the native population — a period of noatly 
thr iQ mootba having elapsed from the time 
of tbe ioforma'tion being- received 'before any 
steps were taken in tbe matter. Tbe Grand 
Jory cannot but feel that it ia csiiontially (he 
duty ol tho Coloiiil Oovornraeut to take 
special co;>nizaoce of such cases ; and they 
luither suggest thai tbe ladiana should le 
rewarded in all cases where they anooour and 
a8»i^t shipwreoked mariners. 

Tbs Grand Jcry desire further to express 
their recognition of the praiseworthy cooJoct 
of Capt Chri8tei;s3n and those who astialed 
him, lor the energetic aiepa taKen by Ihem in 
the matter, which they rcapi'ctfully euggem 
should ^be« eubBtaniially rtcoguijed by tho 
Governmoat also.
